ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District  Council. 


GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  12th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1913.  It  has  been  a  year 
of  marked  progress,  and  a  great  deal  of  good  work  has  been  done  with  a  very  satisfactory  absence  of 
friction.  Not  many  years  ago  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  regarded  generally  as  intrusive  public  enemies, 
whose  proceedings  should  be  obstructed  as  much  as  possible.  The  result  was  inspections  and  re¬ 
inspections,  many  reports  and  legal  notices,  effecting  chiefly  an  accummulation  of  waste  paper.  Feeling 
in  the  District  is  moving  in  the  right  direction,  and  perhaps  in  time  the  Sanitary  Inspector  will  take 
his  proper  place  in  public  estimation  as  one  of  the  most  useful  members  of  the  community. 


Physical  Features  and  General  Characteristics. 

The  District  comprises  an  area  of  66,846  acres,  and  forms  part  of  the  valleys  of  the  rivers 
Great  Ouse  and  its  tributary  the  Lovat  ;  with  parts  of  the  watershed  on  either  side  of  the 
valleys.  The  elevation  varies  from  150  to  530  feet  above  sea  level.  The  Newport  Pagnell*and 
Bletchlev  Urban  Districts  are  surrounded  by  your  District,  of  which  they  were  formerly  a  part. 
The  Newport  Pagnell  Union  is  foi  med  by  these  tlnee  Districts.  The  Grand  Junction  Canal,  a 
branch  of  the  Midland  Railway,  the  London  and  North-Western  Railway  Main  Line,  and  three 
branch  lines  pass  through  the  District. 

The  rivers  are  sluggish,  and  having  low  banks,  frequently  inundate  the  low  lying  lands. 
No  serious  floods  occurred  during  the  year. 

In  the  southern  and  mrst  elevated  part  of  the  District  the  geological  formation  is  generally 
Lower  Green  Sand  on  a  thick  bed  of  Oxford  clay.  Boulder  clay  occurs  in  the  Green  Sand  in 
places.  Towards  the  middle  of.  the  District  Oxford  clay  comes  to  the  surface  with  super-imposed 
strata  of  gravel  and  alluvium  near  the  rivers.  Glacial  drift  and  boulder  clay  occur  in  places. 
In  the  northern  part  of  the  District  Oxford  clay  is  replaced  by  Upper  Lias  clay.  Great  Oolite 
lime  stone  occurs  throughout  the  District. 

A  large  number  of  the  inhabitants  find  employment  in  the  London  and  North-Western 
Railway  Co.’s  Carriage  Works  at  Wolverton,  situated  on  the  western  border  of  the  District.  A 
considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  employees  was  made  in  1910,  causing  a  marked  fall  in 
the  population  of  the  District,  chiefly  in  the  parish  of  Biadwell,  where  the  majority  of  the  male 
inhabitants  are  employed  in  the  Railway  Works.  94  houses,  over  10  %  of  the  total  number,  were 
uninhabited  in  this  parish  in  1911.  This  year  there  are  only  7  vacant  houses. 

A  smaller  number  of  the  inhabitants  find  employment  in  the  tannery  and  the  boot 
factories  in  Olney,  the  paper  works  in  Wolverton,  and  in  gas  works,  and  brick  yards  in  various 
parts  of  the  District.  The  greater  number  of  the  rest  of  the  labouring  population  is  emplo3'ed  in 
agriculture. 

No  imported  labour  is  employed  in  the  District  in  the  picking  of  hops,  fruit  or  peas. 

Voluntary  Hospitals. 

Voluntary  subscription  to  the  funds  of  the  Northampton  and  Bedford  General  Hospitals 
is  continued  as  before,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  District  have  made  iree  use  of  both  surgical 
and  medical  departments  in  these  institutions.  Treatment  in  London  Hospitals  is  received  to  a 
smaller  extent.  Convalescent  Homes  in  various  parts  of  England,  the  County  Asylum,  and  the 
Union  Workhouse,  also  receive  patients  from  the  District. 

The  average  weekly  number  of  paupers  in  receipt  of  relief  was  :  Indoor,  101  ; 
outdoor,  257. 
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I'he  total  amount  expended  on  relief  during  the  year  ending  30th  September,  1913,  was: 
Indoor,  £1,645  3*.  9£d. ;  outdoor,  £1,533  7s.  iokl. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  whole  District  is  :  Land  £48,012 

Buildings  £93,764 


Total  £141,776 

Total  assessable  value  is  £117,770.  - - - 

A  large  proportion  of  the  property  consists  of  agricultural  land,  woodlands,  railways  and 
the  Grand  Junction  Canal. 

The  total  debt  on  30th  September,  1913,  was  £32,621  gs.  od. 

Vital  Statistics. 

I  estimate  that  the  population  on  the  24th  June  was  19,984:  9,475  in  the  Olney  Sub¬ 
registration  District ;  and  10,509  in  that  part  of  the  Fennv  Stratford  Sub-registration  District 
contained  in  your  District.  This  estimate  is  based  on  the  supposition  that  the  average  number 
of  persons  in  each  occupied  house  is  the  same  as  found  by  the  census  of  1911.  Separate  calcula¬ 
tions  to  three  places  of  decimals  have  been  made  for  each  parish. 

DEATH  RATE. 

186  deaths  were  registered,  two  of  non-residents. 

37  residents  died  outside  the  District  :  12  in  the  Northampton  General  Hospital ;  3  in  the 
Bedford  County  Hospital;  13  in  the  Union  Workhouse  ;  5  in  the  County  Asylum;  1  in  the 
Borough  Hospital,  Boughton  ;  1  in  the  Fridenheim  Hospital;  1  in  a  private  house  in  Kettering; 
and  1  by  an  accident  in  Wolverton. 

A  nett  total  of  221  deaths  (112  males  and  109  females),  giving  a  nett  death  rate  of  11.0, 
and  a  corrected  death  rate  of  9.63,  1.7  lower  than  last  year,  and  5  lower  than  the  average  for  the 
last  five  years. 

99  deaths  belong  to  the  Olney  and  122  to  the  Fenny  Stratford  Sub-registration  District. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

382  children  were  born  in  the  District,  and  4  illegitimate  (females)  were  born  outside  the 
District,  a  nett  total  of  386  births,  208  males,  178  females,  giving  a  rate  of  19.31,  2.2  higher  than 
last  year. 

169,  7  illegitimate,  belong  to  the  Olney  Sub-registration  District.  217,  11  illegitimate,  to 
the  Fenny  Stratlord  Sub-registration  District.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 

The  question  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  refer  it.  to  the  County  Council  for 
consideration  as  to  adoption  by  the  whole  county,  with  a  uniform  scheme  of  administration. 

The  County  Council  decided  that  : 

“  Without  an  efficient  system  of  health  visiting  in  the  homes  of  nursing  mothers 
throughout  the  County  the  adoption  of  the  Act  would  be  useless,  and  that  in  a  rural  area 
like  Buckinghamshire  it  is  impracticable  to  carry  out  such  an  efficient  system  without 
an  expenditure  of  money  disproportionate  to  the  practical  benefits  to  be  gained.1’ 


Infectious  Diseases. 


Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  has  been  added  to  the  Schedule  of  notifiable  diseases  by  an  order 
ol  the  Local  Government  Board  entitled,  “  The  Public  Health  ”  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912, 
which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  February,  1913. 
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ioo  Notifications  of  infectious  disease,  including  Tuberculosis,  have  been  received  during 
the  year.  36  in  the  Olney  Sub-registration  District  ;  64  in  that  part  of  the  Fenny  Stratford  Sub¬ 
registration  District  contained  in  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District,  of  which  45  belong  to  the 
Parish  of  Bradwell.  Table  II.,  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report  gives  numbers  and 
age  incidence.

DIPHTHERIA. 


Four  cases  were  notified.  One  was  fatal. 


Cases  were  distributed  as  follows : 


Bradwell  2,  Haversham  1,  Newton  Longville  1. 

The  first  case  in  Bradwell  occurred  in  July.  The  patient,  aged  8,  had  been  ill  for  six  days 
when  notified  She  was  the  only  child  in  the  house  and  made  a  complete  recovery.  A  defective 
sink  waste  pipe  was  found  in  the  house.  The  water  closet  was  not  provided  with  a  flushing 
cistern,  and  there  was  no  ash  bin.  These  defects  were  remedied,  with  the  exception  of  a  flushing 
cistern. 


The  second  case  in  Bradwell  occurred  in  November.  The  patient,  aged  ir,  had  been  ill  for 
live  days  when  notified.  The  family  consisted  of  seven  members,  four  being  children.  The 
house  was  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  case  in  Haversham,  notified  29th  August,  presented  many  bad  features.  There  were 
no  drains.  A  very  bad  group  of  three  vault  privies,  usually  emptied  annually  (last  in  February,. 
1913),  stood  against  one  wall  of  the  wash-house  and  ventilated  into  it  through  an  open  boarded 
ceiling.  A  large  heap  of  decomposing  house  refuse  had  accummuiated  over  the  vault  door.  The 
patient  had  complained  frequently  ol  sore  throat  alter  working  in  the  wash-house,  where  I  found 
the  odour  of  the  privies  very  evident.  The  water  supply  came  from  a  shallow  well  exposed  to- 
surface,  and  to  privy -soakage,  pollution.  Nursing  was  undertaken,  in  her  spare  time,  by  the 
patient’s  mother-in  law  who  had  six  children  at  home.  The  patient  made  a  complete  recovery. 

A  child,  aged  6,  domiciled  in  Great  Linford,  died  of  diphtheria  in  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Boughton. 

The  case  in  Water  Eaton,  aged  G,  notified  30th  September,  occurred  in  a  canal  boat,  and 
was  inlected  outside  the  district,  probably  in  Atherstone 

Medical  attendance  was  not  obtained  until  the  case  was  almost  hopeless,  and  the  child  died 
on  3rd  October.  The  body  was  buried  and  the  boat  disinfected  the  next  day. 

From  a  public  health  point  of  view  neither  of  these  deaths  belongs  to  your  district,  but  the 
Registrar  General  includes  them  in  the  District  Statistics.  Since  1910  you  have  provided  anti¬ 
toxin  for  use  in  necessitous  cases,  and  pay  lor  piimary  and  secondary  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions. 


I  am  able  to  supply  active  anti-toxin  immediately  when  required. 

Three  applications  have  been  received,  and  five  bacteriological  examinations  have  been 
made  during  the  year.

A  mild  case,  desquamating  when  notified,  occurred  in  Olney  Park.  The  house  was  verv 
dirty  and  overcrowded,  and  being  generally  in  bad  condition,  was  dealt  with  under  Sectfon  ^ 
using,  etc..  Act,  and  cleansed  under  notice.  The  house  has  been  put  in  habitable  condition.  7 


-  °ur  eases  occurred  in  Woburn  Sands,  two  in  one  house.  The  third  case  was  discovered 

before  notification  by  information  of  illness  was  given  by  the  parents  of  a  notified  case.  This 
concealed  case  was  desquamating  when  found.  Two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl,  were  attending 
school  from  the  house.  A  case  had  occurred  in  this  family  previously,  and  the  Council  instituted 
proceedings,  and  obtained  a  conviction  under  Section  3  of  Infectious  Diseases  Notification 
Act,  iooq. 


On  17th  November  a  boy  returned  to  W  avendon  School  desquamating  after  three  weeks’ 
absence.  Another  child  in  the  family  had  been  absent  from  school  for  four  days  from  26th 
ct.,  suffering  Irom  sore  throat,  and  was  apparently  free  from  disease  on  19th  November. 
Proceedings  were  taken  in  this  case  and  a  conviction  obtained  under  Section  126  (2)  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  and  Section  3  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889. 


A  number  of  children  were  absent  from  school.  I  found  that  three  were  under  medical 
t.eatment  for  non-infectious  complaints,  the  others  were  suffering  from  minor  ailments. 


A  leaflet  describing  the  early  symptoms  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  legal  penalties  for  neglect 
was  printed,  and  circulated  in  the  parish  by  the  Head  Teacher  of  the  Elementary  School.  A 
large  stock  of  leaflets  is  kept  for  future  use. 
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In  November  and  December,  five  very  mild  cases  were  notified  in  five  houses  in 
New  Bradwell.  Isolation  was  not  obtainable  in  several  instances.  One  child  was  ill  on  29th 
November,  and  two  other  children  in  the  iamily  attended  school  until  3rd  December.  There 
were  five  unprotected  children  in  these  families,  but  only  one  case  in  each  house. 


Another  mild  case  was  notified  in  Olney.  There  was  no  possibility  of  isolation  in  the 
house.  The  patient’s  father  was  a  bootmaker’s  outworker,  using  the  kitchen  as  a  workshop. 
The  patient’s  sister  was  employed  as  last  maker  in  a  boot  factory.  Another  workshop  was 
obtained,  and  lodgings  provided  for  the  factory  worker. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


Thirty-six  cases  were  notified  :

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Pulmonary  cases  have  been  visited,  two,  and  in  some  cases,  three  times  subsequently. 
Houses  vacated  by  the  death  or  removal  of  tuberculous  patients  are  cleansed  and  fumigated. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  has  been  consulted  frequently,  and  specimens  of  sputum  sub¬ 
mitted  to  him.  His  services  have  been  appreciated  greatly  by  medical  men  practising  in  the 
district,  and  he  has  paid  twenty  consultation  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes  during  the  year. 


Early  in  1914  dispensaries  will  be  opened  in  Newport  Pagnell  and  Bletchley  under  the 
direction  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  It  is  hoped  that  contacts,  as  well  as  patients,  may  be 
induced  to  attend  for  examination. 

Twelve  beds  (9  for  males  and  3  for  females)  have  been  reserved  in  sanatoria  for  the  county. 
Four  residents  of  the  district  have  received  sanatorium  treatment. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORIUM  was  made  a  notifiable  infectious  disease  from  Sth

MEASLES. 


Measles  we^very  prevalent  at  the  end  of  1912,  and  at  Water  Eaton  at  the  beginning 
of  this  year  Water  Eaton  school  was  closed  from  30th  January  to  14th  February,  on  account 
of  the  reduced  attendance  due  to  measles  and  mumps.  .  Two  deaths  were  caused b ^sequelae 
of  measles  ;  one  in  March,  aged  7,  at  Hanslope,  and  one  in  June,  aged  12,  at  Haversh  .

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Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  your  Inspector,  and  disinfectants  supplied  in  all  certified 
cases.  Infected  rooms,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  infected  clothing,  bedding,  and  furniture  are 
fumigated  by  formaldehyde  vapour.  Directions  are  given  for  boiling  cotton  and  linen 
clothing.  Owners  and  occupiers  are  advised  to  strip  wall-papers,  to  lime-wash  and  to  clean  rooms 
in  which  infectious  disease  has  occurred  ;  but  this  is  not  enforced  or  done  on  behalf  of  your 
Council  except  in  exceptionally  dirty  houses. 


Printed  instructions  are  given  to  parents  and  guardians  of  notified  cases. 

In  cases  of  enteric  fever?and  puerperal  fever  where  clothing  and  bedding  which  cannot  be 
boiled  are  soiled  by  discharges,  the  infected  articles  are  burned  and  the  owner  compensated. 

188  visits  have  been  paid  to  infected  houses. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act  has  not  been  adopted  in  the  District. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

This  question  is  still  under  consideration. 


Sr&iall  Pox  Hospital. 

During  the  jTear  the  area  covered  by  the  hospital  has  been  enlarged  in  consequence  of  steps 
being  taken  by  the  County  Council  to  compel  other  Authorities,  in  North  Bucks,  to  make  pro¬ 
vision  for  dealing  with  outbreaks  ot  small  pox.  The  Authorities  concerned  are  Buckingham  Town 
and  Rural  District  Councils,  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Winslow.  Owing  to  opposition 
from  these  Authorities  an  inquiry  was  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Bletchley  on  17th  March. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  voluntary  arrangement  might  be  made  for  the  formation  of  a  joint 
committee  representing  the  above-named  Authorities  and  those  already  interested  in  the  hospital, 
li.e.)  The  Newport  Pagnell  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  the  Stiatford  and  Wolverton  Rural 
District,  the  Bletchley  Urban  District,  and  the  Pottespury  Union.  The  inquiry  was 
adjourned  pending  the  submission  of  a  scheme  to  the  County  Council  for  approval.  The  various 
Authorities  met  subsequently  and  the  following  scheme  was  adopted  :

This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council  and  approved  subject  to  the  questions  of 
water  supply,  additional  land,  and  extia  accommodation  being  dealt  with  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Committee  was  duly  constituted  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  County  Council  as  follows  : 

An  extra  acres  of  land  have  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  £100.  Endeavours  have  been 
made  to  improve  the  water  supply  without  success. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  the  additional  accommodation  required,  and  plans  will  be 
submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee,  early  in  1914,  for  permanent  structures  for 
accommodation  of  nursing  staff,  and  for  laundry  and  mortuary. 

Inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  portable  buildings,  at  short 
notice,  and  a  proposal  to  lay  on  water  from  the  Bletchley  Urban  District  mains  is  under  con¬ 
sideration. 


In  the  Districts  providing  the  hospital  before  the  recent  extension  there  were  835  births, 
245  successful  vaccinations,  27  deaths  of  infants  unvaccinated,  and  543  exemption  certificates 
in  1913.  And  there  were  14,795  births,  7,893  successful  vaccinations,  770  deaths  of  infants 
unvaccinated,  and  5,625  exemption  certificates  since  1899. 

I  have  no  figures  for  the  newly  admitted  Districts, 


There  has  been  very  little  re-vaccination,  so  for  practical  purposes  we  may  consider  that 
the  hospital  is  intended  to  serve  a  largely  unprotected  population  of  about  67,600  persons. 

Vaccination,  by  which  I  mean  efficient  primary  vaccination  and  re-vaccination,  is  an 
absolutely  certain  protection  from  small  pox,  but  apparently  the  nation  has  decided  to  neglect  it. 
Consequently  it  is  the  duty  of  Sanitary  Authorities  to  develop  isolation  as  the  remaining  line  °f 
defence.  Adequate  means  of  isolation  is  a  wide  term,  denoting  much  more  than  an  empty  building 
standing  in  a  4J-  acre  field  Complete  organisation  is  required  so  that  on  receipt  of  a  notification 
of  small  pox  theVhole  defensive  machine  may  be  putin  motion  immediately.  It  must  be  recognised 
than  an  outbreak  of  small  pox  is  of  necessity  expensive,  and  that  parsimony  at  the  beginning  may 
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mean  an  uncontrollable  spread  ot  infection,  causing  great  loss  of  life,  and  money.  The  Sanitary 
Staff  should  know  exactly  the  duty  of  each  member  in  presence  of  a  case  of  small  pox;  but  it  is 
quite  as  important  that  each  member  should  know  that  he  has  power  to  perform  that  duty 
immediately  irrespective  of  financial  considerations. 

There  are  many  weak  spots  in  the  line  of  defence  by  isolation,  and  success  depends  on  re¬ 
enforcing  every  one  of  them,  by  prompt  attention  to  the  smallest  details,  combined  with  a  certain 
amount  of  luck.  To  stamp  out  a  small  outbreak,  a  Sanitary  Authority  must  spend  a  considerable 
amount  of  money,  though  a  meie  fraction  of  the  cost  of  an  outbreak  allowed  to  get  beyond  control.

Water  Supply. 

The  main  supply  at  Woburn  Sands  has  been  continuous  and  adequate  during  the  year. 
73  connections  have  been  made,  leaving  only  seven  houses  unconnected.  The  water  is  excellent. 

The  L.  and  N.  W.  Railway  Co.’s  water,  derived  from  wells  in  the  Wolverton  and  Stratford 
Rural  District,  has  been  analysed  again  this  year  and  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  Part  of 
New  Bradwell  is  supplied  by  the  Railway  Company’s  mains.  Twenty-eight  connections  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  The  mains  will  be  extended  to  all  the  streets  during  1914,  and  connections 
should  be  enforced.  The  increased  supply  is  needed,  not  only  for  drinking,  but  also,  urgently,  for 
drain  flushing. 

Houses  in  Bradwell  not  supplied  by  the  Railway  Company’s  mains  obtain  water  of  doubtful 
quality  from  wells. 

The  Bow  Brickhill  reservoir  and  mains  are  nearly  complete,  and  should  be  ready  for  service 
early  in  1914.  The  water  is  obtained  from  springs  in  the  lower  Green  Sand  on  the  Brickhills.  A 
new  reservoir  of  5,500  gallons  capacity  is  provided  to  take  the  overflow  from  the  old  reservoir  of 
1 .500  gallons  capacity.  The  supply  will  be  taken  from  the  new  reservoir.  The  main  has  been  extended 
for  550  yards  and  will  provide  a  continuous  supply  of  very  good  water  to  95  houses.  There  are 
109  houses  in  the  parish. 

The  Hanslope  main  supply  is  delivered  to  all  houses  within  reach  of  the  mains.  Five  con¬ 
nections  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  a  well  in  the  Oolite  formation,  and  gravitates  from  a  water 
tower.  Except  for  a  considerable  hardness  the  quality  is  good'  The  supply  is  continuous,  and 
sufficient.  The  main  does  not  extend  to  Tathall  End,  where  the  inhabitants  are  using  polluted 
water.  1,320  yards  extension  would  supply  this  part  of  the  parish  to  its  great  advantage.  The 
annual  cost  of  the  scheme  is  about  £440,  and  money  is  consequently  scarce.  The  parish  is 
fortunate  in  containing  2f  miles  of  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  main  line,  which 
makes  a  large  annual  contribution  to  the  parish  exchequer. 
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Part  of  the  village  of  Newton  Longville  is  supplied  from  a  well  12  feet  deep,  and  a  reservoir 
of  2,200  gallons  capacity.  The  water  is  conducted  to  stand  pipes.  An  air  lock  in  the  pipes 
required  attention  and  this  opportunity  was  taken  to  cleanse  the  well  and  reservoir.  On  analysis 
the  water  was  found  to  contain  a  large  quantity  of  iron,  but  was  good  otherwise.  The  rest  of  the 
parish  is  supplied  by  public  and  private  wells.  Three  public  wells  are  exposed  to  pollution  by  an 
old  brick  sewer,  which  should  be  abolished. 


Great  Brickhill,  Little  Brickhill,  Walton  and  Woughton-on-the-Green  draw  a  continuous 
supply,  limited  to  20  gallons  daily  per  head  of  population,  from  the  Bletchley  Urban  District 
mains.  The  water,  of  excellent  quality,  is  obtained  from  wells  in  the  Brickhills  lower  Green  Sand. 


Parts  of  Stoke  Goldington  and  Willen  have  a  supply  of  upland  water  conducted  in  mains 
supplemented  by  wells  of  doubtful  quality. 


During  the  year  the  Lord  of  the  Manor  has  transferred  his  interests  in  the  Stoke  Goldington 
water  to  the  Parish  Council,  giving  the  parish  entire  control. 


Water  is  conducted  in  mains  from  reservoirs  supplied  from  wells  by  wind  motors  at  Great 
I.inford  an  d  Weston  Underwood  ;  by  an  oil  engine  at  Little  Linford.  An  auxiliary  oil  engine  is 
fitted  at  Weston  Underwood. 


These  systems,  provided  by  the  Lords  of  the  Manor,  give  an  adequate  supply  of  good  water. 


Lathbury  receives  a  continuous  supply  of  excellent  water  from  the  Newport  Pagnell  Urban 
District  mains. 


Gayhurst  has  a  partial  supply  conducted  from  a  well  to  stand  pipes,  and  from  draw  wells. 


Sherington  has  a  partial  supply  of  fair  quality  derived  from  a  well  in  the  highest  part  of 
the  village,  and  conducted  to  a  small  tank  fitted  with  a  pump.  The  rest  of  the  parish  obtains 
water  from  wells,  some  of  which  are  certainly  polluted.  Trenching  operations  while  laying  the 
new  sewers  in  this  parish  demonstrated  the  presence  of  a  large  quantity  of  subsoil  water.  Even 
in  the  higher  parts  of  the  village  continuous  pumping  was  required  in  the  trenches.  I  hope  that 
this  water  may  be  conserved  before  long.  The  village  is  about  to  be  provided  with  a  water- 
carriage  sewage-disposal  system  without  any  water.  I  would  prefer  to  have  the  water  first. 


Olney  needs  a  water  supply  for  domestic  use  and  for  flushing  the  new  drains  and  sewers, 
but  must  wait  for  it,  as  it  seems  likely  that  the  sewage-disposal  scheme  will  leave  the  parish  very 
near  bankruptcy.  The  inhabitants  are  content  with  a  polluted  water  for  domestic  use,  but  may 
learn  the  advantage  of  flushing  cisterns  as  part  of  a  system  of  water-carriage  sewage-disposal, 
comprising  long  lengths  of  drains,  with  a  not  too  generous  fall. 


In  other  parts  of  the  district  water  is  obtained  from  deep  and  shallow  wells,  many  of 
which  are  still  exposed  to  pollution  by  surface  water,  leaking  middens,  drains  and  sewers, 
very  glad  tc  report  steady  modification  of  pollution  from  these  sources,  but  there  is  still  much 
room  for  improvement.  In  the  extreme  east  of  the  district  wells  are  little  more  than  surface 
water  tanks  formed  of  impervious  Oxford  clay,  and  if  protected  from  surface  soakage  would  soon 
be  dry;  but  they  might  be  protected  from  direct  surface  washings  by  impervious  cover^  1 0 
the  crown.  In  other  places  where  wells  tap  water  bearing  strata,  they  should  be  efficiently 
protected  from  surface  soakage  as  well  as  from  direct  surface  washings,  and  there  is  plenty  ot 
scope  in  this  respect.  rl'or  continuation  0/ Report  see  pa£e  21].

The  pollution  caused  by  villages  mentioned  above  is  very  slight. 

Many  other  villages  drain  into  water  courses. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  under  this  head  during  the  year. 

The  Sherington  sewers  and  disposal  works  are  complete  and  house  connections  progressing 
many  existing  drains  are  defective.  17  new  drains  had  been  laid,  and  18  connections  to  sewers 
made,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 


The  Olney  sewers  and  disposal  works  are  complete  except  for  two  short  branch  sewers.  A 
large  number  of  laterals  have  been  carried  from  the  sewers  to  boundaries  of  private  property  as 
part  of  the  scheme.  The  drainage  ol  500  premises  has  been  found  to  require  re-construction,  61 
new  drains  were  laid,  and  300  connections  to  the  sewers  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  I 
anticipate  that  a  great  deal  of  new  work  will  be  performed  in  Olney  and  Sherington  during  1914. 

Both  parishes  have  a  water-carriage  sewage-disposal  system  without  clean  water  flushing, 
and  constant  attention  will  be  required  to  avoid  blockages  in  dry  weather.  The  old  system  at 
Olney  had  a  very  efficient  arrangement  for  flushing  the  sewer  at  the  Northern  end  of  the  town  by 
tapping  a  pond.  This  device  has  not  been  incorporated  in  the  new  scheme. 

The  Woburn  Sands  sewers  and  sewage-disposal  works  have  operated  satisfactorily.  Eighty- 
five  house  connections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Four  houses  are  not  connected.  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  work  by  the  end  of  March,  1914,  was  promised. 

The  Bradwell  main  drainage,  disposal-works,  and  farm  have  worked  satisfactorily.  An 
assistant  employed  at  the  works  has  increased  their  efficiency  materially.  The  usual  drain 
blockages  occurred.  Forty-three  during  the  year.  This  difficulty  must  be  expected  in  the  absence 
of  flushing  cisterns.  There  are  about  860  water  closets,  and  not  more  than  one  third  have 
flushing  cistern^.  Twenty  -five  cisterns  have  been  provided  during  the  year,  and  many  others 
are  in  hand.  When  the  water  mains  are  extended  next  year  every  water  closet  should  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  cistern. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  in  other  parts  of  the  District  as  follow  : 

Stoke  Goldington,  100  yards,  6  inch. 

Castlethorpe,  170  yards,  9  inch. 

Little  Brickhill,  75  yards,  9  inch. 

Milton  Keynes,  80  yards,  6  inch. 

Newton  Longville,  115  yards,  15  inch. 

Wavendon,  90  yards,  6  inch. 

The  Stoke  Goldington  sewer  drains  Mount  Pleasant. 

At  Castlethorpe  the  existing  6  inch  sewer  was  insufficient  to  carry  storm  water  and  was 
supplemented  by  the  new  sewer. 

At  Little  Brickhill  the  new  sewer  extends  the  existing  sewer  the  whole  length  of  the  main 

street. 


At  Milton  Keynes  the  existing  sewer,  having  an  insufficient  fall,  was  relaid. 

The  new  sewer  at  Newton  Longville  is  an  extension  to  remove  the  outfall  from  a  source  of 
water  supply. 

At  Wavendon  the  sewer,  passing  close  to  the  public  well,  was  found  to  be  very  defective 
and  was  relaid. 

Apart  from  these  improvements  the  sewerage  of  the  district  remains  unchanged. 
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Re-construction  of  a  portion  of  a  defective  sewer  in  Bedlam  Lane,  Chicheley,  is 
contemplated. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  Great  Brickhill  is  extremely  unsatisfactory.  This  question 
was  the  subject  of  a  special  report  made  to  you  some  years  ago.  It  was  referred  to  the  Parish 
Council  and  shelved.  Reconsideration  in  the  near  future  is  desirable. 

One  of  the  sewers  draining  the  hill  at  Bow  Brickhill,  discharges  in  a  roadside  ditch  almost 
in  the  village.  The  other  sewer  draining  the  lower  parts  of  the  village  has  been  extended,  and  it 
would  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  locality  if  the  sewers  were  connected. 

The  sewer  at  Lower  End,  Newton  Longville,  is  an  old  brick  structure,  which  probably 
pollutes  three  public  wells.  It  should  be  re-laid. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  house  drains 
as  shewn  in  the  following  table  of  new  work  and  repairs  in  various  parishes  : —

The  Inspectors  have  been  appointed  to  supervise  in  each  parish. 

Old  Bradwell,  Bradwell  Parish,  continues  to  pay  the  parish  rate,  but  house-refuse  is  not 
collected. 

The  Inspectors  again  report  that  the  scavengers  work  is  generally  satisfactory,  but  that 
the  service  would  be  much  improved  by  provision  of  proper  receptacles  for  excrement  and 
house-refuse.

Two  covered  fixed  ashpits  were  constructed  at  Great  Linford. 

The  Inspectors  have  found  difficulty  in  obtaining  provision  of  sufficient  ashbins,  and 
wasted  a  good  deal  of  time  over  re-inspections  and  secondary  notices.  In  December  your 
Council  decided  that  a  sufficient  ashbin  should  be  defined  as  a  cylindrical  galvanised  iron 
receptacle,  measuring  inside,  not  less  than  22  inches  nor  more  than  30  inches  deep,  not  less 
than  17  inches  nor  more  than  22  inches  wide,  fitted  with  two  handles  on  opposite  sides,  and  a 
close  fitting  lid.  Your  Council  also  decided  that  the  Inspectors  should  specify  the  bin  required 
when  serving  notice,  and  that  provision  should  be  enforced. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  scavenging  service  during  the  year.  Mr.  Nicholls  drew 
up  a  scheme  to  include  Emberton,  Clifton  Reynes,  Newton  Blossomville,  Cold  Brayfield, 
Lavendon,  Warrington,  Weston  Underwood,  Ravenstone,  Stoke  Goldington,  Gayhurst  and 
Tyringham  cum  Filgrave,  in  a  scavenging  round  to  be  made  by  .'your  Council’s  servants  and 
carts.  The  proposal  was  considered  by  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Council ;  but  was  not  adopted. 

Scavenging  is  particularly  necessary  in  Great  Linford,  Loughton  and  Shenley  Church  End 
At  Newton  Blossomville  some  of  the  inhabitants  desire  it,  and  it  would  be  very  beneficial. 

Under  the  Scavenging  Contracts,  and  scavenging  by  your  Council’s  servants,  pail -closets 
are  emptied  once  in  seven  days;  pit  middens  at  intervals  varying  from  twenty-one  days  to 
“  when  full  ”  ;  cesspools  “  when  full.”  Ash  bins  and  small  ash  pits  at  intervals  varying  from 
seven  to  twenty -one  days  ;  large  ash  pits  when  full. 

Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  District. 

As  usual  a  great  deal  of  work  under  this  head  has  been  done  during  the  year,  as  set  out  on 
the  following  sheets  which  have  been  prepared  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
secure  uniformity  of  records  for  the  whole  county. 

2713  nuisances  have  been  abated. 

Both  Inspectors  have  had  a  large  amount  of  extra  work  in  connection  with  sewage 
schemes  and  house  connections  in  Woburn  Sands,  Olney  and  Sherington.  Nevertheless  the 
rest  of  the  District  has  not  been  neglected  thanks  to  motor  transport  and  energetic  Inspectors. 
Records  of  inspections  and  service  of  notices  involve  a  great  amount  of  clerical  work  most  of 
which  could  be  done  by  a  boy  clerk.  It  is  wasteful  to  use  the  time  of  highly  capable  Inspectors 
in  such  work  which  is  a  severe  tax  on  them,  as  a  great  deal  of  it  must  be  done  at  night  and 
on  Sundays.  Examination  of  the  following  tables  will  give  some  idea  of  the  clerical  work  done 
during  the  year.  Practically  every  item  represents  a  long  entry  in  at  least  two  record,  books, 
and  not  a  few,  two  or  three  letters  in  addition.

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PREMISES  AND  OCCETPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS 

OR  REGULATIONS. 

There  are  three  fried-fish  and  chip-potato  shops,  and  three  marine  stores  in  the  District. 
These  premises  have  been  inspected  and  found  in  fair  condition. 

Complaint  has  been  made  of  nuisances  in  a  mill  race  caused  by  the  drainage  of  the  Olney 
Tannery  into  the  river.  Plans  for  a  filtering  plant  are  in  hand,  and  when  the  work  is  complete 
the  effluent  will  be  discharged  into  the  new  sewers. 

There  is  a  more  or  less  permanent  encampment  in  New  Bradwell  which  has  caused 
complaints  on  several  occasions.  By-laws  controlling  tents,  vans,  and  sheds,  have  been  framed 
to  enable  your  officers  to  deal  with  such  dwellings  in  general,  and  the  Bradwell  camp  in  particular. 

Schools. 

There  are  33  elementary  schools  in  the  District.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the 
sanitary  conditions  during  the  year.  A  new  Boys’  School  has  been  built  in  New  Bradwell,  a 
much  needed  reform,  ihe  new  water  main  at  Bow  Brickhill  passes  the  school  entrance.  Water 
should  be  laid  on. 

Dry  sweeping  is  practiced  in  many  of  the  schools — a  most  reprehensible  proceeding  which 
is  inexcusable  and  should  not  be  allowed. 

Medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  performed  by  three  part-time  officers,  working 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  District  is  divided  into  three  departments  :  North,  containing  eight  schools;  Central, 
containing  seventeen  schools  ;  and  South,  containing  eight  schools. 

There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Education  and  Sanitary  authorities  in  the  District. 

Infectious  disease  effecting  elementary  school  children  is  referred  to  under  separate  headings 
in  this  report. 

Milk  Supply. 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  good  work  has  been  done.  375  inspections  have  been  made, 
150  in  the  Olney  225  in  the  Bradwell  Division.

Dr.  Fletcher  reported  to  the  Local  Government  Board  that  *’  there  is  a  vast  amount  of 
work  lequired  by  the  Council,  and  their  officers,  in  order  to  secure  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.” 
All  the  work  tabulated  above  has  been  done  since  Dr.  Fletcher’s  inspection,  and  I  think  it  is  not 
very  far  short  of  a  “  vast  amount  ”  for  twenty-one  months  in  the  Olney,  and  fourteen  in  the 
Bradwell  Division.  There  would  have  been  more  in  the  Olney  Division  this  year  if  operations 
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had  not  been  postponed  unavoidably  in  Olney  and  Sherington  until  the  New  Sewers  were  ready 
to  receive  drainage.  Delay  in  appointing  an  Inspector  in  the  Bradwell  Division  retarded  reforms 
which  were  not  commenced  in  this  part  of  the  district  until  after  October,  1912. 

This  important  work  is  progressing  steadily  and  is  being  thoroughly  done.  I  hope  that 
very  soon  this  old  standing  reproach  to  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District  will  be 
removed  completely. 


Oth^r  Food^. 


There  is  no  regular  food  inspection  in  the  District 

The  Foods  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by  the  County  Constabulary. 

Meat  is  inspected  in  the  course  of  slaughter-house  inspections. 

136  carcases  were  examined  in  the  Olney  Division. 

180  ,,  ,,  Bradwell  Division. 

In  two  cases  in  the  Olney  District  lungs  were  found  slightly  affected  by  tuberculosis  and 
were  surrendered. 

In  the  Bradwell  Division  Tuberculous  organs  of  bullock  361bs.  Inflamed  lungs  and  dia- 
phram  of  heifer  I5lbs.,  and  pieces  of  beef  and  pork  in  unsound  condition  5glbs.  were  surrendered. 
There  was  reason  to  believe  that  the  last  named  was  intended  for  sausage  meat. 

In  June  a  quantity  of  unsound  meat,  about  yolbs.,  was  discovered  in  a  meat  shop  in  Brad¬ 
well.  It  was  removed  and  destroyed.  The  owner  was  warned ;  but  in 

December  nine  pieces  of  unsound  meat  (2iolbs.)  were  found  in  the  same  shop.  The  meat 
was  seized  and  condemned. 

Proceedings  were  taken,  and  the  offender  was  fined  £4  and  costs. 

Premises  where  food  is  stored,  prepared,  or  exposed  for  sale  are  inspected  and  generally 
found  in  good  condition.  Two  defects  were  noticed  and  remedied. 


Bakehouses. 

There  are  32  Bakehouses  on  the  register,  19  in  the  Olney  division,  13  in  the  Bradwell 
division.  The  Inspectors  have  visited  them  143  times  during  the  year  ;  45  in  the  Olney  division, 
98  in  the  Bradwell  division.  Forty-four  defects  were  found,  and  forty-two  remedied. 

Defects  consisted  of  dirty  3’ards,  accumulation  of  manure,  nuisance  from  poultry,  defective 
closet  accommodation  and  drainage,  defective  floors,  and  neglect  of  lime  washing. 

There  is  one  underground  Bakehouse  in  Bradwell,  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 


SJaughter-houses. 

The  District  contains  21  Slaughter-houses,  12  in  the  Olney  and  9  in  the  Bradwell  division. 
All  are  registered,  and  8  are  licensed.  Since  1911  these  premises  have  been  in  very  fair  con¬ 
dition  on  the  whole.  Reforms  required  in  Olney  and  Sherington  have  been  allowed  to  stand 
over  until  the  sewers  be  ready  to  receive  drainage,  and  will  be  attended  to  in  1914. 

286  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made,  90  in  the  Olney,  196  in  the  Bradwell  division. 
8  defects  have  been  found  and  6  remedied  in  the  Olney  division ;  26  have  been  found  and  26 
remedied  in  the  Bradwell  division. 

Nearly  all  the  defects  found  were  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  governing  the  disposal 
of  offal  and  other  refuse. 


Food  Poisoning. 


No  case  of  food  poisoning  came  under  notice  during  the  year. 
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Housing. 

The  L.  N.  W.  Railway  Carriage  Works  at  Wolverton  have  afforded  plenty  of  employment 
during  the  year,  and  the  population  has  increased  more  rapidly  than  house  accommodation.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  about  eighty-three  vacant  houses  in  the  District.  Few  of  the 
working-class  houses  vacant  are  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.  Nineteen  new 
working-class  dwellings  have  been  built  in  the  following  parishes  : —  Olney  7,  Hanslope  1,  Cold 
Brayfield  2,  Sherington  x,  Bradwell  4,  Chicheley  4 

Two  were  building  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  houses  in  Chicheley  were  financed  by  loan 
from  the  Lands  Commissioners,  and  being  exempt  from  the  by-laws,  were  erected  and  occupied 
without  reference  to  the  Sanitary  authority.  The  other  new  houses  comply  with  the  by-laws. 

3,285  general  house  inspections  have  been  made,  1,662  in  the  Olney  division,  1,623  in  the 
Bradwell  division. 

242  houses  have  been  put  in  habitable  repair,  and  115  dirty  houses  have  been  cleansed  ; 
80  and  64  in  the  Olney  division,  162  and  51  in  the  Bradwell  division. 

Increased  accommodation  is  required  in  Hanslope,  Lavendon,  and  Castlethorpe.  Improved 
accommodation  is  required  in  Great  Brickhill,  Bow  Brickhill,  Great  Linford,  Moulsoe,  Newton 
Longville,  Wavendon,  Chicheley,  Lavendon,  Haversham,  North  Crawley,  Sherington,  Castlethorpe. 
Loughton,  Water  Eaton,  Newton  Blossomville,  Ravenstone,  Olney,  Stoke  Goldington,  and 
Weston  Underwood. 


OVERCROWDING. 


The  standard  adopted  is  bedroom  air  space  of  300  cubic  feet  for  persons  over  twelve  years 
of  age,  and  150  cubic  feet  for  children  under  12  years.

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

In  LAVENDON  repairs  found  necessary  during  the  1912  inspections  were  making  little 
progress,  and  the  records  being  out  of  date,  forty-three  re-inspections  were  made.  Forty-three 
informal' notices  were  served,  and  thirty-one  legal  notices  were  found  necessary  at  a  later  date.  In 
nineteen  houses  the  work  required  was  completed,  and  in  progress  in  18,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
In  foui  repairs  were  promised  but  nothing  has  been  done,  and  in  two  the  question  is  deferred  on 
account  of  illness  and  poverty  of  the  owner. 

In  GREAT  LINFORD  seventeen  houses  have  been  repaired,  and  two  closed  voluntarily. 
A  number  of  re-inspections  have  been  made  and  the  necessary  repairs  discussed  with  the  owner, 
and  I  anticipate  progress  next  year. 

The  procedure  under  Section  17,  and  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations  has 
been  altered.  The  Inspectors  have  attempted  to  obtain  remedial  action  by  informal  notices  to, 
and  personal  interview  with,  owners  of  defective  houses  before  service  of  legal  notices  or  represen¬ 
tations  to  the  Council  with  a  view  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders.  This  arrangement  has  been 
fairly  successful,  certainly  more  so  than  the  method  adopted  last  year. 


Particulars  are  entered  in  the  Record  Book  of  date  of  tenancy,  rents,  number  of  rooms, 
number  of  occupants  (children  and  adults),  and  structural  defects,  in  addition  to  the  information 
required  by  the  Regulations. 

430  primary  inspections  have  been  made.  OLNEY  153.  SHERINGTON  82, 
LAVENDON  56.  OLNEY  PARK  3 
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^EWTOJSl  LONGVILLE  no.  LOUGHT0N  24.  WATER  EATON  2. 

The  inspections  in  LA\/ENDON  complete  the  records  for  the  parish.  Remedial 
work  is  very  slow  in  this  locality.  Contracts  are  given  to  local  men,  who  appear  to  carry  them 
out  in  their  spare  time.  Builders  doing  more  extensive  business  do  not  appear  to  be  attracted 
to  the  parish.  The  general  condition  of  this  village  was  discussed  in  the  annual  report  for  the 
year  1912. 


In  OLNEY  the  necessity  for  ascertaining  the  condition  of  house  drains  before  connection 
to  the  new  sewers  made  it  convenient  to  inspect  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District) 
Regulations.  The  defects  found  were  mainly  drainage  and  closet  conditions.  Houses  in  this 
parish  are  good  on  the  whole.  There  were  703  occupied,  and  4  vacant  houses  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Not  more  than  35  can  be  considered  in  bad  condition.  These  are  chiefly  in  courts  in 
which  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  last  few  years. 


Defects  have  been  remedied  in  forty-five  houses  found  defective  this  year. 


In  Berrill’s  Court  four  houses  were  closed  in  1912  and  four  this  year.  Your  officers  met  the 
owner,  a  builder  who  had  bought  the  property  recently,  and  discussed  the  question  of  repairs 
with  him.  We  were  able  to  convince  him  that  it  was  not  possible  to  make  eight  habitable 
houses  out  of  the  block,  and  he  accepted  the  suggestion  that  the  Inspector  should  give  him 
details  of  the  improvements  required  to  make  reasonably  habitable  houses  out  of  the  buildings 
on  the  site.  Three  houses  were  demolished  to  obtain  through  ventilation,  and  free  circulation 
of  air  externally.  One  was  repaired  and  altered,  and  four  were  reduced  to  two,  providing 
three  good  houses,  dry,  well  lighted,  sufficiently  ventilated,  and  provided  with  sculleries, 
water  closets,  and  modern  drainage.  They  are  occupied  at  a  weekly  rent  of  3/6.  This  case  is 
an  example  of  the  advantage  of  an  interview  with  a  man  who  is  really  anxious  to  know  the 
Council’s  requirements.  A  few  minutes  conversation  effected  more  than  many  letters  and 
notices  would  have  done,  and  the  work  was  carried  out  under  your  Inspector’s  supervision 
with  a  very  satisfactory  absence  of  friction.  Unfortunately  I  was  not  able  to  persuade  the 
owner  to  make  one  large  living  room  out  of  two  small  rooms.  The  result  is  that,  as  usual, 
the  best  room  in  the  house  is  seldom  or  never  used. 


SHERINGTON  has  been  inspected  under  the  Regulations  for  the  same  reason  as  in 
Olney.  The  inspection  was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  but  all  defects  found  have 
been  remedied  in  nineteen  houses,  and  partially  remedied  in  fourteen.  Housing  conditions  in 
this  parish  vary  considerably.  There  are  some  very  good  houses  with  gardens,  let  for  2/-  to 
4/-  a  week  and  some  very  bad  houses,  haidly  worth  repairs,  let  at  1/6  a  week  including  gardens. 


The  whole  parish  of  OLNEY  PARK,  that  is,  three  houses,  has  been  inspected.  The 
Inspector  has  seen  the  estate  agent  and  I  expect  defects  will  be  remedied  next  year.  Attention 
was  drawn  to  this  parish  by  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  in  a  house  so  defective  that  it  was  considered 
advisable  to  deal  with  it  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 


The  whole  parish  of  f^EWTGN  LONGVILLE  has  been  inspected.  Conditions  are 
very  variable.  There  are  some  very  good  new  brick  houses,  some  very  bad  old  brick  and  timber, 
and  mud  and  stud  houses.  Some  of  the  latter  are  very  picturesque  viewed  from  the  outside; 
but  are  damp,  ill  lighted,  ill  ventilated,  and  devoid  of  domestic  convenience.  New  drains  and 
closets  were  provided  for  some  of  these  houses  three  years  ago.  Seven  are  considered  unfit 
for  habitation,  and  three  others  are  very  nearly,  if  not  quite,  in  the  same  condition.  Defects 
have  been  remedied  in  twenty-one  houses,  including  abolition  of  thirteen  pit  privies,  and  provision 
of  drains  to  twelve  houses.  Sixteen  houses  in  bad  condition  are  not  remedied.  Rents  vary 
from  1/6  to  5/-  a  week.  The  inhabitants  are  chiefly  agricultural  labourers  and  labourers 
employed  by  the  L.  &  N.-W.  Railway  Company,  and  by  the  Newton  Longville  Brick 
Company. 


The  geological  formation  is  generally  pockets  of  glacial  drift  on  Oxford  clay.  Contours, 
admit  of  good  drainage. 


Early  in  the  year  five  cottages  in  lougHtoN  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation.  The  landlord  was  advised  that  the  houses  were  not  worth  the  expenditure 
necessary  to  make  them  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation,  and  he  closed  three  of 
them  voluntarilv.  Closing  orders  were  not  made  in  respect  to  the  remaining  two  as  there  was 
no  alternative  accomodation  in  the  parish. 
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In  July  and  August  seven  applications  for  cottages  in  Loughton  were  made  to  your 
Council,  and  in  January,  1914,  another  followed.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the 
subject.  The  housing  conditions  of  the  whole  District  were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided 
to  build  eight  houses  in  the  parish  of  LOUGHTON. 


A  provisional  agreement  was  entered  into  for  the  purchase  of  an  acre  of  land  on  the 
Bradwell  Road  at  the  price  of  £100  nett  to  the  vendor,  possession  to  be  given  after  25th  March 
1914.  A  competition  was  opened  for  designs  and  specifications,  and  a  very  good  entry  for 
houses  in  blocks  of  two  was  selected.  Tenders  were  invited  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses 
according  to  the  selected  design  and  specifications,  and  one  of  £1300  was  accepted,  subject  to 
sanction  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  new  houses  can  be  let  at  a  rent  of  3/6  a  week 
exclusive  of  rates  which  are  estimated  to  amount  to  6d.  a  week  Seven  of  the  applicants  have 
signed  a  statement  of  intention  to  occupy  the  houses  at  this  rent ;  one  refused  to  sign. 


Application  for  sanction  to  the  loan  of  £1510  has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  and  an  enquiry  is  expected  early  in  1914. 


The  assessable  value  of  the  parish  is  £9,933.  id.  in  the  £  Poor  Rate  raises  £41  7s.  9d. 
The  total  rates  for  this  year  amount  to  3/8  in  the  £ 


It  is  proposed  that  any  deficit  which  may  arise  in  connection  with  the  housing  scheme 
should  be  made  a  charge  on  the  parish. 


Sixteen  houses  in  this  parish  have  been  inspected  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of 
District)  Regulation,  and  seven  were  considered  unfit  for  habitation.  Three  have  been  closed. 
Defects  in  seven  houses  have  been  remedied.  The  inspection  will  be  completed  before  the  Local 
Government  Board  enquiry.  Rents  vary  from  1/6  to  5s.  a  week.  The  rent  of  the  proposed 
houses  is  beyond  the  means  of  an  agricultural  labourer,  and  it  does  not  appear  possible  for  your 
Council  to  provide  him  with  a  good  house  at  an  economic  rent.  In  villages  near  Wolverton  he 
is  crowded  out  by  better  paid  artisans  employed  in  the  Railway  Carriage  Works  who  occupy  the 
best  houses. 


In  WILLEN  agricultural  labourers  employed  on  the  estate  have  very  good  houses 
reserved  for  them  at  a  rent  of  6d.  a  week. 


In  BROUGHTON  before  the  Tyringham  estate  was  broken  up.  agricultural  labourers 
had  very  good  houses  for  5s.  a  month.  The  rent  of  these  cottages  is  now  2/6  a  week. 

In  COLD  BRAYFiELD,  where  the  housing  conditions  have  been  greatly  improved 
during  the  last  two  years,  very  good  houses  are  let  at  nominal  rents. 


Four  good  houses  were  built  in  MILTON  KEYNES  in  1912  by  the  lord  of  the  Manor, 
at  a  cost  of  £7 00  and  let  to  agricultural  labourers  at  1/9  a  week. 


The  housing  conditions  in  FAVENSTONE,  an  almost  purely  agricultural  village,  were 
considered  in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1912. 


In  the  small  hamlet  of  WARRINGTON  agricultural  labourers  have  sufficient  house 
accomodation. 


In  WATER  EATON  i-wo  cottages  occupied  by  farm  labourers  were  inspected  and 
found  in  bad  condition.  The  defects  have  been  remedied.

Section  22  Public  Health  Act  Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  not  been  adopted. 

The  factory  in  Olney,  reported  last  year  to  be  unprovided  with  sufficient  means  of  escape 
from  fire,  is  about  to  be  closed  and  the  business  moved  to  new  premises. 

Four  lists  of  outworkers  have  been  received. 

Nine  entries  have  been  added  to  the  register  of  workshops,  making  the  total  117. 

308  inspections  have  been  made,  42  defects  found  and  35  remedied.  The  outstanding 
defects  are  in  hand  or  postponed  until  completion  of  sewers  in  Olney. 

24  written  notices  were  served. 

Outworkers  in  unwholesome  premises  were  noticed  in  three  instances,  and  in  infected 
premises,  in  one  instance.  The  latter  is  referred  to  under  scarlet  fever. 

The  Factory  and  Workshops  Table  at  the  end  of  this  report  gives  details.
